Gold 
is shut up in the Imperial Bank, a 
stupendous mass of paper money is in 
circulation, the public debt has attained 
a height whic the most fantastic 
romancer before the war would have 
shrunk from suggesting, our fields are 
sucked dry, building activity is stopped.” 


HARDEN’S VIEW OF PEACE. 


Thinks Germany Should Have Dis- 
cussed the Future Beforé the Present

** Maximilian Harden, lecturing in the 
Berlin Philharmonic Hall Saturday 
night, urged that the German. reply .to 
Wilson’s note went the wrong way, 
about it.

Let the neutral world judge of 
the civilization and humanity of Ger- 
many by what she herself has done dur- 
ing the present war and permitted her 
Turks to do. : 


Holds Germany Not Truly “ Free.” 


I think it possible, but not probable, 
that the reply of the allied nations to 
President Wilson may’ say what we.all 
feel—that it matters little to us whether 
or not the general body of the people of 
the enemy nations are’ parties to the in- 
sincerity of their governing classes. We 
think it likely that they’ honestly be- 
lieve that their empires were assailed; 
that they are the protectors of the 


weaker nations, and that dissemination 
of culture and humanity is their manifest 
destiny. Also we think it possible that 
they sincerely believe their end justifies 
their means, and, therefore, they may 
take joy in barbarities which outrage 
every instinct of the human heart. 

In: considering a paradox so perplex- 
ing as this in the life of an enlightened 
people neutral nations must remember 
that ‘in the sense in which Great Brit- 
ain, France, and Italy are free Ger- 
many is not a free country, and Austria- 
Hungary is the reverse of free. 

The proposition on whith the Constitu- 
tien of the United States is’ founded 
could not live for one moment in the 
empire beyond the Rhine. Compared 
with the British House of Commons and 
the American House.of Representatives 
the German Reichstag is a’ Parliament- 
ary debating sociéty’ without legislative 
= ~ med or “sovereign rights of any 

nd. 

As a consequence uninformed multi- 
tudes of the German pene in :Ger- 
many: have been denied, down: to‘ this 
day, true knowledge of the facts relat- 
ing to the origin of the war that are the 
common property Of the rest of the 
human family. 

What, then, can it matter to us of the 
allied countries that the German nation, 
short of the governing classes, think 
that in waging this war they are in the 
right? The worst crimes that have ever 
been committed by man against man 
have been perpetrated by people who in 
their blindness have believed they were 
in the right: 

We cannot too often say that the 
fact, if fact it is that the vast multi- 
tudes of our enemies seriously believe 
that they are in the right only makes 
them, in our view, more tragically and 
hopelessly wrong. 


Will Question German Sincerity. 


I think the reply of the allied nations 
to President Wilson -will boldly question 
the sincerity of the German desire for 
peace. It igs probanle’ tnat the Central 

owers have had enough of thair allied 
enemies. It is possible that the German 
people have had more than enotigh of 
the privations that have come of the 
British blockade. 

It ig certain that the Government of 
Germany would welcome. peace, if. it 
could obtain it on its own terms. But 
it is equally certain that those terms 
must be the terms of:a German vic- 
tory. Prussian supremacy in Germany 
depends on that, and cannot exist with- 
out it. To conclude peace on any other 
understanding than that Germany had 
come out victorious in the field would 
lead to annihilation from within of that 
military domination, which the allied 
nations are out to destroy. Prussi 
knows this perfectly, and it will proba- 
bly make any sacrifice of territory or 
of indemnity, or, failing that, of human 








life, rather than forego the fame where- 
by it lives. 

I think the spirit of the reply of the 
allied nations, whatever its words may 
say, will be intended to warn the Uni- 
t States against putting too high a 
value on the terms, which, according to 
the hints of German officials on Amer- 
ican soil, Germany would be willing to 
make in order to obtain peace on the 
basis of a German victory. We think 
it not improbable that Germany would 
now be —e to evacuate Belgium and 
pay her an indemnity, to Mave French 
soil, and perhaps restore Alsace-Lor- 
raine, and, in view of such concessions, 
we think it not unnatural that neutral 
nations should say, as in effect Presi- 
dent Wilson has said, that if the objects 
for which we took up arms can be at- 
tained, there will remain no reason why 
we should not lay them down again. 

But our closer knowledge of German 
methods enables us to put a truer inter- 
pretation on the inner motive of Ger- 
man diplomacy. We think it is not 
humanity ‘or a sense of responsibility 
before God that prompts the German 
Chancellor. at this moment to invite the 
warring empires to a congress of peace 
with neutral nations and to allow hints 
to be thrown out that in order to secure 
it Germany, “‘ conscious of victory,’ may 
be willing tq sacrifice some of-the ad- 
vantages she gained on the battlefield. 

We remember too well what the great- 
est. of his predecessors, Bismarck, did 
before Paris in 1871, to be taken in by 
any such ptetense; how to. defeat ‘“ the 
cant of humanity and civilization ’’ 
which in the persons of ‘‘exalted ladies’”’ 
(that is, the Crown Princess Moltke’s 
wife, &c.,) had come to Berlin by “a 
roundabout route from London,” he 


hurried up a number of siege guns and. 


a quantity.of heavy ammunition in the 
hope of blowing the Parisians and their 
** Mecca of culture ’’ into kingdom come 
before the neutrals had time to exert 
their influence on the peace, and so 
snatch from Germany “the full prize 
of victory.” 


Unless we are prepanes to believe that: 


the leopard can change his spots we 
must continue to think that in offering 
to conclude now Germany covets 
not only the credit of a triumphant cam- 

aign, but also liberty to look elsewhere 

or means to pay for it. . 

_.The truth as we. see it is that Ger- 
many has completely changed its front. 
For’ forty years it has been looking 
toward the west for means of: that ex- 
pansion ‘which, ‘cribbéed, cabined, and 
con ined, its rapid growth makes neces- 
Bary. ence the historians of Germany, 
her ‘philosophers, . publicists, and mili- 
tary critics have openly and shameless- 
ly avowed the necessity and duty of 
submerging the little States on the west 
of her borders in order to obtain an 
outlet to the sea. 

But the present war has taught Ger- 
many the most startling and staggering 
lesson—namely, that if she;had every 
mile of the western coast of Europe 
from the Elbe to Calais, she would be 
as powerless to control the sea as she 
is now. The North Sea belongs to Great 
Britain. So narrow is it, so difficult 
to fighting craft in th. face of a pow- 
erful enetby by reason of its geographi- 
cal formation, that it is practically im- 

ossible to Germany as a gate to the 

ghway of the world. Not in a hundred 
years could Germany, under ordinary 
conditions, so. wear down the wer of 
the British Navy as to make the North 
Sea free to her fleet. 

When nature placed the British Islands 
where they stand it gave them the mas- 
tery of the northwest of Europe. Ger- 
many knows that now. It has taken two 
and a half years of the internment of 
her. £300,000,000 fleet to enable her to 
learn the. lesson, but she has learned it, 
and now the ores of her diplomatists, 
her military critics, her historians, phil- 
osophers, and publicists are beginning 
to lock in another direction.

Promptly at nine cannon salvos out- 
side, the crash of organ chords with- 
in, together with the fanfares of trum- 
pets and exotic beatings of kettledrums, 


announced the coming of the King. The 
scene was a page trom Froissart's 
Chronicles, with a few field gray mod-~ 
ern touches. The Princes of the Church 
in full regalia came first. Then, amid 
a buzz of admiration, entered the four- 
year-old Crown Prince tn a cloak of 
yellow satin, trimmed with ermine, and 
mediaeval ermine slippers, led by two 
Court Chamberlains. e was followed 
by the so-called ‘‘ bannhern,”’ ornately 
costumed personages bearing the ban- 
ners of the Kingdom of Hungary, in- 
cluding the lost provinces—the standards 
of Hungary, almatia, Croatia, Sla- 
vonia, Rama, Serbia, Galicia, Lodo- 
moria, Rumania, Bulgaria, and, for the 
first time, Transylvania. Then came the 
highest Hungarian personages, bearing 
the coronation regalia on dark crimson 
velvet pillows, including the gold cross - 
on which the King was to take the oath 
of office; a smaller cross, the sword of 
King Stephen, the holy apple, or orb of 
empire; the golden mantle of St. 
Stephen, and lastly, borne by Count 
Tisza, the thousand-year-old crown of 
St. Stephen with a little golden cross on 
top. 

Youn King Charles IV. followed, 
obviously deeply affected by the gravity 
of his r6éle, and then the young 
Queen Zita, in gold veil and white satin 
décolleté, with a brocaded train fifteen 
feet long carried by Hungarian noble- 
women. The court ladies and pages of 
honor, in sky blue and scarlet, followed. 
The rear was brought up by bearers of 
the comitatje banners. 

‘The King and Queen took their places 
on the thrones under a purple can- 
opy, and then began the long three- 
hour ceremony, full of dramatic mo- 
ments. Surrounded by the eleven ban- 
ner bearers 6f the Hungarian Sone. 
Charles IV. was crowned symbolically 
in the presence of the whole Hungarian 
nation and by the Nation. 

The riot of kettledrums, brazen. fan- 
fare, and organ died down. My eyes 
took a last sweep of the coronation 
stands, packed with magnates and mem- 
bers of the ‘Hungarian House of Repre- 
sentatives, an orgy of color and shining 
splendor, tier on tier of fur-edged Kal-

comedian, has been killed at the front. 
He was wounded twice previously. 


John Lauder, 23 years old, was the 
only child of Harry Lauder, the Scotch 
comedian, who had recently purchased 
an estate of 22,000 acres with a castle 
in Argyllshire. Scotland, where his son 
was to live as the young Laird after 
his marriage to Miss Mildred Thompson 
of Glasgow, to. whom he was engaged. 
He was in Australia with his father 
when the war began and started home 
immediately to enlist. 

. After training with Kitchener's army 
at Glasgow John Lauder got a commis- 
sion as Second Lieutenant in the, Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders. e went 
to the front in the ae of 1915 and 
took part in the battle of Neuve Cha- 

elle. He fought with his regiment all 
hrough the Summer until September, 
when he was wounded at the ttle of 
Loos and invalided. home. 

On his recovery the young officer was 
promoted to be First Lieutenant and re- 
ceived the military cross for bravery on 
the field. In the Spring of 1916 he went 
to the front again. He was wounded in 
April and sent home to.Scotland.

RASPUTIN, CZAR’S AID, 
REPORTED MURDERED 


Body of Mysterious Monk Said 
to Have Been Found Near 
the Neva. 


LONDON, Tuesday, Jan. 2. — Dis- 
patches from the Reuter and other 
Petrograd correspondents say that 
Gregory Rasputin, the Russian monk 


who is reputed to exercise great in- 
fluence over Emperor Nicholas, fs dead. 

According to euter’s correspondent 
Raspvutin’s body was found on the bank 
of one of the branches of the Neva. The 
other correspondents say that Rasputin 
was assassinated under dramatic. cir- 
cumstayces.

In Wallachia the Russians were a n 
defeated, being driven back to positions 
half way between Rimnik-Sarat and 
Fokshani. The Danube army has driven 
the Russians to the Braila bridgehead. 
In Dobrudja the Teutonic ailies ca 
tured 1,000 men, four cannon and eight 
machine guns. The announcement fol- 
lews: 

Front of Aruchduke Joseph—German 
rifles in the Carpathian forest suc- 
ceeded in blowing up a hostile block- 
house with the garrison. Between the 
Uzul and Putna vallleys German and 

Austro-Hungarian battalions took by 
storm several height positions and 
repulsed violent Russian and MRu- 
manian counterthrusts. Herestrau and 
Ungereni, in the Zabella Valley, were 
captured. .

SOFIA, Jan. 1, (via Amsterdam and 
London.)—Premier Radoslavoff, ‘speak- 
ing in the Bulgarian Parliament in re- 
ply. to opposition speakers who had 
criticised the Government's conduct of 
the war, said: ;

GOV. WHITMAN’S INAUGURAL. 
Although Governor WHITMAN has 
recently become a general principle 
prohibitionist, there can be no im- 
propriety in saying that the wine of 
re-élection sparkles in his Inaugural 
Address. His elation is natural; and 
if it thunders in the address almost 
with the reverberation of the salute 
of nineteen guns that preceded it, it 
is not. selfish and personal. While 
only four. Governors have been re- 
elected in fifty years, in 1916, for the 
first time in seventy years, was a 
whole State Administration “‘ returned 
to power.”’ In the increased major- 
ities, which, at least on the day after 
New Year's, only cynics will attribute 
to other grounds, Mr. WHITMAN sees 
“an emphatic expression of the con- 
“fidence, and trust of our fellow- 
“citizens.” Our trusting and confid- 
ing fellow-citizens doubtless look for- 
ward cheerfully to a $63,000,000 bud- 
get for the next fiscal year, if the 
Governor's financial experts succeed 
in cutting down the $80,000,000 asked 
by the State departments and com- 
missions, and to-a direct tax of 
$19,000,000. or so. 

The Governor certifies that not 
only the members of the State ‘Ad- 
ministration but those of the Legis- 
lature..‘‘ have during the last two 
*“ years discharged their duties to the 
“State intelligently, faithfully, and 
“ courageously.”” And he butters that 
tentative budget about which he 
made-so brave a flourish in 1915. He 
had a great opportunity to fight 
extravagance, the monstrous growth 
of State expenditures, to bring order. 
and economy into the confusion. of 
State finance. His message of Jan. 
5, 1916, recommending fiscal reform 
and stringent economy, gave the tax- 
payers hope. He sent with the mes- 
sage a tentative draft of an Appro- 
priation bill. of $57,164,517. The 
Legislature murmured. The Gov- 
ernor was adamant: The Legislature 
which he praised yesterday made up 
the appropriation in its own way, 
swelled his tentative budget. As ap- 
proved by the Governor, after veto- 
ing items amounting to $1,901,006, 
the Appropriation bill aggregated 
$50,103,450, a net increase over the 
tentative budget of $1,988,982, “He 
had enlarged by nearly $2,000,000 his 
own figures.

The two greatest city enterprises of 
modern times—the dual subways and 
the aqueduct—have turned into the 
last lap of construction neck and neck. 
Together their cost is not far from an 
even half billion, and the money has 
almost been expended. The debt in- 
curred will be with us for a half cen- 
tury, but we will be paying it while 
we are appreciating its benefits, in the 
manner so alluringly placed before 
buyers upon the installment plan. The 
burden is-enormous, the benefits are 
greater. These bonds ‘are not in the 
class of expenditures which it is possi= 
ble or desirable to reduce: “Both rep- 
resent necessities. We had to have 
them, whatever the cost. The aque- 
duct will pay for itself and something 
more even on an economic basis, aside 
from’ the fact that the. city could not 
have’ grown . without more water, 
which would have cost more by delay. 
The subway supplies a necessity only 
second in degree, and promises even 
larger profits. Those who doubt this 
as a matter of transportation can have 
no doubts if they include the subway 
as @ producer of taxes as well as a 
carrier of passengers. Already the 
dual subWays have faised taxable 
values more than their cost, and they 
have hardly beguri their work. They 
have reduced rents, or at léast have 
‘made cheaper homes accessible to 
those who will accept them, moré than 
‘they have raised tax values: ‘They! }, 
have simplified problems of sanitation 


and reduced crime, whichalways result.

but of course con- 
nécted with, the attainment of victory 
in the war, THe Times special cor- 
respondent in London placed yesterday 
that of drink only second to that of 
raising money to meet the country’s 
celossal and ever growing expenditures. 
And the chief difficulty in solving the 
drink problem there Hes in the fact that 
from the sale of intoxicants no small 
part of governmental revenues has 
been and can be secured without pro- 
test or antagonism from any source. 

Everywhere the cause of prohibition 
has to encounter, when all other argu- 
ments have been met, the plea that pub- 
lic as well as private Interests are vital- 
ly involved in the maintenance of a 
traffic of such economic ahd financial 
importance... Innumerable as are. the 
charges. made against the makers and 
sellers of alcoholic beverages, they can 
always anewer that they contribute 
heavily to the treasury of nations, 
States, and cities, and they always ask 
whence the losses of income that would 
follow prohibition are to be made up. 
Invariably the reply of the prohibition- 
ists has been that, large as are the taxes 
paid by strong drink, they are far from 
equaling even the direct cost it imposes 
on society, and that their loss would be 
financial as well as moral gain. 

The accuracy of that answer was un- 
til recently somewhat hard to prove 
with any approach to definiteness, but 
now the effects of prohibition and rigid 
restriction on a large scale—the only 
scale on which a real test can be made— 
are becoming better known, and the old 
fears as to loss of revenue are much 
diminished. The most notable exemplar 
is RusSia, which led the way in a close 
approach to nation-wide prohibition, and 
the desperate necessities of war—the 
realization that nothing less than their 
utmost efficiency of hand and mind will 
serve for their preservation—are lead- 
ing the other belligerent countries in 
the same direction. Great Britain and 
France are both seriously contemplating 
the immediate adoption of the new 
policy. 

In the United States it is industrial 
rather than military efficiency that 
serves as basis for the chief triumphs 
of total abstinence. Whatever may be 
said as to the weakness of prohibition 
by statute, there is no doubt that great 
corporations are able to establish. and 
maintain it among their employes, and 
not one that has done so ever thinks of 
returning to the old tolerance of Grink- 
ing, no matter how moderate.

Sometimes the battle ig in the field, 
sometimes it is in the courts, but always 
there is the strong disinclination for con- 
fessing defeat before it has happened. 
And this disinclination ‘is justified by 
experience. Many a seemingly forlorn 
hope has succeeded; and no examination 
of regiments composed of like material 
and with. like arms would disclose the in- 
evitable Victor in a fight still to come.

A Revised ilinioan: History for 
Schools Ie Recommended. ‘

To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

Having been born and educated in 
America, though resident in England for 
the last few years, I am amazed.that 4 
nation like the United States, with so 
well earned a reputation for jealousy of 
her own dignity and rights, should at 
this moment fail to insist upon them)! 
with all the force at her command, 
Hitherto respected, (at least potentially, 
as champions of the rights of other na- 
tions, Americans must face the fact 
now, as they will be obliged to face 
it in the future, both as individuals and 
as a nation, that it is exceedingly diffi- 
cult for the mass of the people in the 
allied countries to understand the Amer- 
ican attitude of passivity and of satis- 
faction with the idea of having been 
“kept out of the war.” Even though 
the people are satisfied that their own 


dignity and rights have not seriously | 


suffered, or, suffering, that the compen- 
sation they have received or are likely 
to receive ig adequate to the offense, 
nevertheless there is a moral obligation 
to uphold those laws which are the basis 
of civic life, and. the greatest benefits 


Have diplomatic. notes convinced Ger-~ 
many of the immorality (apart from the 
illegality) of her nefarious methods of 
warfare on noncombatants and neu- 
trals? It is to. be recognized that the 


of national morals. Falling effective 
protest against Germany’s methods, 
these may become legal tender among 
all other nations. What, then, of Amer- 
ica, if her turn comes? Painful and 
humiliating though the admission may 
be, the United States has fallen definite- 
ly short of the measure as a champion 
of the cause of common human rights. 

The kindest interpretation which Gan 
be placed upon the attitude of passivity 
—apart from the immediate question of 
domestic politics—is that there is, and 
has‘been, something wrong about the in- 
fluences which produce public épinion, 
The Monroe Déctrine may be a useful 
enough policy, but at the same time 
it may become highly dangerous if it 
is dllowed to overemphasize and limit 
and confine American political interests 
to events transpiring in the Western 
Hemisphere alone. The world has had 
a& right to expect from the United States 
more of moral force than she has given 
when put to the test. 

While it may be both expedient and 
necessary to place emphasis upon the 
teaching of American history in the 
pliblic schools, it would bé wise if every 
student capable of judgment werg 
taught not only American history but 
America’s place in the history and de- 
velopment of the world; not only her 
rights as a great nation, but her duties 
to maintain and support every law 
which has helped the development of all 
nations and all races—the commonest 
laws of universal fair dealing. Ameri- 
cans should never forget that they are 
debtors at least to the Qld World for 
most of the laws (representing un- 
counted generations of struggle) upon 
which their national unity is based and 
their private liberties protected. Such 
a policy of public education would cer- 
tainly not result in a decrease in 
patriotism, but in a less misleading, 
more just, and more accurate apprecia- 
tion of what the world has done for 
America as well as what she has done 
for the world and herself in her short 
history. If her citizens had received 
this form of instruction it is a. ques- 
tion whether or not: they ‘would feel 
pride in the me fact of having beén 
“kept out of the war’’—and neither 
would the Wnited States find hergelf 
judged by every belligerent alike, as the 
Laodiceans were judged.

American tribuna] created for this purpose. 

The fact that both President Wilson and 
Secretary Lansing have been assiduously la- 
boring for a closer Pan American uhion gives 
us hope that something of this nature will be 
done in the near future,

The Best Soldiers, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial Fee on the subject of. uni- 
versal tary ning is most. encouraging 
to all’ 5m advocates of adequate prepared- 
ness, but your: editorial this morning would 
geem to indicate that the main difficulty 
which we have encountered in our military 
policy has been that of State rights. It is 
true that that is a large one, but the main 
difficulty Hes in the whole theory of relying 
on citizen soldiors and a militia as first line 
of defense. History has shown that this is a 
false theory and, that the only adequate 
method of preparedness lies in a suitable 
“‘reguiar’’ army, / 

One of the best artiolés on this question fs 
to be found in Adam Smith's ‘‘ Wealth of 
Nations,” an article which it would pay 
every advocate of preparedness to read. 
Adam Smith potnts out and history has 
proved that the only capable army is one 
whose members are making a distinct trade 
of the work for the time being. Adequate 
preparedness necessitates adequate training, 
and the only way. for a soldier to secure this 
is to apply himself solely to his military pur- 
suits while training. As a man cannot obey 
two masters, neither can he be a-good sgol- 
dier anda good merchant, mechanic, or 
professional mah at the same time, As we 
cannot, without an entirely excessive cost, 
secure the entire time of énough men long 
enough to give them the necessary training 
the State must and should exert its right to 
demand service from all its citigens,

DIES AT 97 YEARS 


Oldest Civil War General Had 
Celebrated His Birthday

CONFINED IN LIBBY PRISON] 


He Helped Build the Famous Under- 
ground Passage—A Founder 
of Republican Party. 


Special to The New York Times, 

VERONA, N. J., Jan. 1.—Brig. Gen, 
Edwin Louis Hayes, the oldest living 
civil war General, and ‘a cousin of the 
late President Rutherford B.-. Hayes, 
djed today at his home, 130 Claremont 
Avenue, in his ninety-eighth year. At 
his ninety-seventh birthday celebration, 
last Friday, he said that his only wish 
was that he might live to be tg years 
of age, 

General Hayes was born in eatteottyitie: 
N. Y., and was a son of the late Harvey 
B. Hayes. At the outbreak of the civil 
war he was a Captain in the Northwest- 
ern Rifles, being transferred later in 
the same year to the Forty- -fourth Hli- 
nois Volunteers, He served with the 
Second Brigade, ‘Third Division, of the 
Wesjern Department, and was promoted 
to Major, and later Lieutenant .Colone] 
of an Ohio Regiment, during the early 
days of 1863. ‘During September of the 
same year General Hayes was captured 
and sent to Libby Prison, where he was 
confined for eleven months, later being 
sent to Belle Isle and Andersonville 
Prisons. While at Libby he helped to 
build the famous underground passage 
through which a number of Union men 
escaped, but was stricken with rheuma-~ 
tism, and was unable to avail himself 
of their chance for freedom. 

After his release General Hayes re- 
turned to the front, where Brigade Com- 
manders Riley and Doolittle commended 
him for bravery at the battles of Frank-~ 
lin and Marshville. During January, 
1865, he received the rank of Colonel, 


later being brevetted Brigadier General | 


for “ meritorious services.” During the 
mustering out exercises at the end of 
the war, General J. G. Cox halted Gen- 
eral Hayes’s regiment to announce to 
him that he had been made a Brigadier. 

Immediately after the war General 


‘Hayes was placed in charge of the con- 


fiscated property in ‘Wilmington, Del., 
where his administrafon made such a 
favorable impression that President Lin- 
coln appointed him Reconstruction Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina, where he held 
office for five months, Then General 
Hayes -was sent to New York City to 
take charge of the confiscated property 
there. General Meigs, Quartermaster 


General, said that his work there was |” 


such that he saved many millions of dol- 
lars for the Government. 

Following this, General Hayes founded 
a commission business in New York, 
later dealing in stocks and bonds at 171 
seermeg te A in that city He retired from 
active busi ness after his ninetieth ‘year. 

He was one of the founders of the Re- 

ublican Party, and one of the delegates 

the. convention that nomina Gen- 
eral John C, Frémont. In addition he 
had voted for every Republican Presi- 
dential candidate since the birth of the 
party. 

General Hayes is_ survived by two 
daughters, Mrs. E. H, Graves and. Mrs.

NEEDED IN BELGIUM} 


Commission, in. Issuing Appeal, 
Says Children Are Prey to- 
Hunger and Disease. 


CONTRIBUTIONS ARE NEEDED 


Twelve ‘Times as Much Is Spent in: 
This Country as Has Been 
Given. Here. 


The Commission for Relief in Belgium 
in & statement dealing with the outlook 
in Belgium for 1917 estimates that $1,-. 
000,000 a month will be the minimum 
cost of feeding the destitute children of 
Belgium during the next twelve months. 
To feed the remainder of the destitute 
population the estimate calls for an ad- 
ditional $9,000,000 monthly, of which 
amount: $2,850,000 will have to be sup- 


The statement says: . 

“The most appealing part: of the pro- 
posed program concerns the children, of 
whom there are 2,575,000 in Belgium. 
Fully 1,000,000 of these are hoe oA 
dependent. Recently Belgian p: 
reported that while the relia to the 
destitute was sufficient to maintain both 
adults and dren for a short space 
of time, it had proved inadequate over- 
a prolonged period; and, more particular- 
ly, had failed to »rovide the necessary 
nourishment for growing children, their 
power of resistance being in consequence 
greatly impaired. 

“Following this information, the com- 
missjon invited a specialist in children’s 
diseases, Dr. Lucas of the University of 
California, to visit Belgium and make a 
report, ith a commission passport, he 
was able to Pay bw freely throughout 
Belgium and to investigate the various 
hospitals and schools. aise to discuss 
the question with local physicians and 
authorities. An agreed t there was’ 
an alarmin saeeeane of tuberculosis and 
certain o diseases — Daxt! particularly 
among children, and t this was 
clearly due to malnutrition. Only. one 
practical ‘method has been suggested for 
arresting this distressing tendency, 
and that’ is to provide supplemen 
nourishment. 

“It has Caen decided to serve a spe- 
cial. noonday lunchi each day in_ the 
schools and other public institutions, 
which wil] at least seleguara the coming 
generation. This meal will cost $1 a 
month for each child, or ,000,000 a 
month for the 1,000,000 childrén who are 
suffering.

The fiscal report of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, made public yesterday, shows 
that in 1916, the most prosperous year 
in the history of the railways of the 
United States, it earned a return of 6.82 
per cent. on its property investment, the 
first year since 1910 in which the sys- 
tem earned more than the 6 per cent. 
the railroads maintain is necessary for. 
the proper development of the trans- 
portation system of the;United States. 

The total operating revenue of the 
system, East and West, was $405,429,- 
$07.84, an increase over 1915 of $67,573,- 
650.43, or 17 per cent. The total operat- 
ing experises were $302,204.802.98, an in- 


crease ‘of $44,889,434.12, or 15. per cent.

Long Island Railroad's .increase 
a“ net income was the largest propor- 
tionately im-the Pennsylvania system.
